A GENERAL  STATE 

OF  THE 

WHITEHAVEN  DISPENSARY, 
For  the  Year  1 793. 

TO  the  E xercife  of  Beneficence,  however  various 
the  Denomination  of  its  Objedts,  we  are  impelled 
by  the  inftindtive  Propenfities  of  our  common  Na- 
ture, the  unerring  Dictates  of  Reason,  and  the 
confolatory,  though  pofitive,  Precepts  of  Religion. 
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Actuated  by  fuch  Motives,  we  happily  experience  the 
Confcioufnefs  not  only  of  indulging  the  highly  grate- 
ful Senfations,  but  alfo  of  fulfilling  the  indifpenfable 
Duties  of  Humanity  : Hence  the  Wifh  and  Endeavour 
to  relieve  the  Miserable  are  involuntarily  effufed  and 
folicitoufly  attempted. 

Thefe  brief  philanthropic  Sentiments  will  be  deemed 
efpecially applicable  to  that  peculiar  Speciesof  Charity, 
which  (exclufive  of  feveral  ufeful  Appendages)  averts, 
mitigates,  or  removes  from  the  Abodes  of  Penury  the 
Sufferings  of  Sicknefs,  or  of  ftill  more  painful  accidental 
Misfortune. 

Of  the  Chronic  Cafes  which  have  been  admitted  this 
Year,  thofe  of  Rheumatifm  and  Indigejiion  were  the  chief ; 
the  mild  State  of  the  Winter  and  Spring  (only  two  Days 
interrupted  by  Froft)  rarely  inducing  any  inflammatory 
Affedtion  ; or  aggravating  the  natural  Confluences  of 
Age  and  Imbecillity. — To  the  acute,  epidemic  Difeafes 
of  Children,  as  remarkably  prevalent,  our  Attention  hath 
been  principally  directed.  Sincerely  do  we  deplore  their 
Fatality,  and  the  Dilregard  of  Parents  in  preventing  it. 
The  firft  and  mofl  interefling  was  the  Meajles  : a Con- 
tagion which  had  not  obtained  here  thefe  feven  Years. 
Two  Children  were  unexpectedly  feized  with  it  in  the 
Month  of  June : the  Symptoms  of  the  Younger  required 
no  particular  Affiftance  ; but  thofe  of  the  Eldefl:  became 
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very  active  and  dangerous.  Accurately  tracing  the 
Source  of  this  Diieafe,  we  found  the  Family  had  lately 
removed  from  Carlijle , where  it  then  generally  and  potent- 
ly raged.  The  warm  and  temperate  State  of  the  Weather, 
during  the  Summer  and  Autumn,  happily  rendered  this 
deftrudtive  Malady  of  Children  Angularly  favourable,  and 
effectually  promoted  every  curative  Expedient  : not  One 
of  262  Cafes  fuffering  a fatal  Termination.  Inthofe 
Patients  who,  a little  advanced  in  Life,  were  confequently 
liable  to  more  acute  and  alarming  pulmonic  Symptoms,  a 
Recovery,  though  finally  perfedt,  was,  with  Difficulty, 
tedioufly  accomplifhed,  The  principal  medical  Regards, 
under  fuch  Circumftances,  have  been  chiefly  confined  to 
obviate  the  general  Tendency  to  Inflammation,  and  efpe- 
cially  that  powerful  Determination  to  the  Lungs,  which, 
peculiarly  characterizing  the  Difeafe,  always  occafions 
its  Uncertainty  and  Danger.  W7ith  thefe  Views,  repeated 
large  Blood-lettings,  and  the  Application  of  Blifters  were, 
when  the  Symptoms  became  violent,  remarkably  bene- 
ficial. Saline  and  Antimonial  Preparations  have 
been  prefcribed  with  confiderable  Efficacy,  wherever  a 
febrile  Tendency  gave  the  Indication  ; and  mucilaginous 
Pedtorals  to  mitigate  the  frequent,  very  troublefome 
catarrhal  Irritations.  The  Regimen  of  the  Sick  was  alfo, 
with  the  greateft  Utility,  ftridtly  governed.  Diluent  and 
demulcent  Articles  liberally  adminiilered,  and  a State  of 
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moderate  and  equable  Perforation,  by  Means  the  leaft 
ftimulant,  generally  promoted  ; the  exciting  Infiuenceof 
Cold  being  cautioufly  guarded  againft. 

In  the  Beginning  of  November , the  Small  Pox  were 
introduced  into  a populous  and  confined  Situation,  by  a 
Child  from  Liverpool . The  Eruptions,  as  numerous,  be- 
came rather  confluent,  and  a remarkable  Degree  of  para- 
lytic Languor  long  protracted  his  Recovery.  From  this 
Circumftance,  and  the  Prevalence  of  the  Difeafe  in  a 
neighbouring  Village,  the  Benefit  refulting  from  the 
Practice  of  Inoculation  was  every  where  ftrenuoufly 
inculcated  ; efpecially  as  this  Contagion  had  not  general- 
ly prevailed  fince  the  Summer  of  1790.  But,  fo  deter- 
minately  averfe  were  the  lower  Clafs  of  People  to  this 
Propofal,  that  only  135  Children  have  been  permitted  to 
comply  with  it.  All  of  whom  experienced  a very  diftinCt 
and  benign  Species.  The  total  Number  of  Perfons,  inocu- 
lated by  the  Surgeons  in  Town,  not  exceeding  376. — 
few  of  thefe  favourable  Cafes  were  preceded  by  violent 
Convulfions,  and  the  Eruptions  did  not  appear  before  the 
15th  or  1 8th  Day. — This  Inattention  to  the  artificial  an 
prefervative  Mode  of  communicating  the  Difeafe  neceffa- 
rily  increafed  and  extended  its  natural  deftruCtive  Viru- 
lence, the  Frequency  invariably  augmenting  the  Power 
of  it.  Similar  in  a general  View  to  the  Virgilian  Fama 
“ Vires  acquirit  eundo,”  or  to  all  other  Contagions  in- 
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the  Number  of  Admiflions : One  Angle  Gbarles-jlreet  Cel- 
lar being  deprived,  in  ten  Days,  of  three  of  its  Inhabit- 
ants: the  general  Mortality  in  167  amounting  to  26 
Children  ; and  the  total  Deaths  in  this  Difeafe,  taken 
from  the  Chapel  Registers,  * to  137. — Of  the  medical 
Treatment  it  has  been  obferved.  That,  as  in  the  mild  and 
regular  Small  Pox,  Nature  folicits  no  Affiftance,  fo  in 
the  confluent  and  putrid  the  belt  Aids  of  Art  generally 

! prove  inefficacious : We  are,  however,  of  Opinion,  that 
excepting  in  young  Subjects,  where  the  fuitable  Remedies 
:an  never  be  punctually  exhibited,  confiderable  Advan- 
tage may  be  derived  from  them.  Several  Cafes  have  oc- 
curred of  the  moft  malignant  Tendency,  which  by  the 
Interpofition  of  tonic,  cordial,  and  antifeptic  Articles, 
u e.  the  Bark,  Mineral  Acids,  Opiates,  and  Wine,  the 
Puitules  affiimed  a more  benign  Appearance,  and  the

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Event  has  been  unexpectedly  propitious.  ‘Thefe  Expe- 
dients, copioufly  adminiftered,  are  efpecially  requifite 
where  numerous,  minute,  and  petechial  Eruptions,  fcarce 
exceeding  the  Surface  of  the  Skin,  accompanied  with 
extreme  Debility,  indicate  a State  of  virulent  Putrefcen-  •.*. 
cy. — To  prevent  the  dangerous  Effects  of  the  fecondary 
Fever,  which  arifes  from  the  Abforption  of  the  variolous 
Matter,  it  will  be  always  neceflary  to  open  the  fully  fup-  % 
purated  Puftules. 

With  Regard  to  the  Influence  of  acute,  contagious 
Maladies,  it  may  be  proper  to  obferve,  that  unavoidably  ■ 
connected,  by  our  commercial  Engagements,  with  Ireland  lie 
and  other  Countries,  we  frequently  luffer  their  prevailing 
Epidemics.  In  Confequence,  at  different  Periods,  a 
few  folitary,  and  unfortunately  for  the  moil:  Part  fatal 
Cafes  occurring  in  fmall,  and  inconvenient  Houfes,  at  an 
advanced  Stage  of  the  Difeafe,  have  been  admitted.  The 
general  Devaftations  of  fuch  Fevers  were,  however, 
happily  fupprefled  and  prevented  by  an  exaCt  Fulfillance 
of  every  requifite  Precaution  and  Injunction.  *f*

+ Coinciding  with  the  above  Sentiment,  it  was  publicly  announced  that 
the  late  alarming  peftilential  Calamity,  which  fo  dreadfully  ravaged  the  Me- 
tropolis of  America , might  probably  noi  only  have  been  limited  in  its  Extent, 
but  rri.igated  in  its  Malignancy,  by  an  early  and  fedulous  Attention  to  its  pri- 
mary Introduttion  and  deftrufli.ve  EfFefts.  A Difeafe  whofe  baneful  Viru- 
lence Humanity  muft-ever  affe&ionately  deplore.  Similar  to  thediflrefs- 
ful  Events  of  the  preceding  Century,  (the  Records  of  which  we  perufe  with 
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To  the  various  Prophylactics,  enumerated  in  our 
! former  Reports,  and  afterwards  feparately  diftributed, 

I may  be  added,  from  an  Authority  highly  refpeCtable,  a 
PraCtice  in  the  Navy  oft  ufefully  adopted,  viz  <c  The 
I Exploiion  of  Boles  of  Gun -powder  combined  with  Vi-> 
negar,  in  contagious  Situations,  effectually  precluding 
the  Accefs  of  the  external  Air.” 

The  Number  of  Applications f to  the  surgical  and 
! midwifery  Departments  of  this  Charity  will  further, 
and  belt,  demonftrate  its  Expediency  : the  latter,  we 
now  reluctantly  intimate,  are  admitted  with  conlidera- 
ble  Difficulty  ; the  Annual  Subscr  i ption  List  having 
i continued,  trom  many  unavoidable  Circumitances,  for 
feveral  Years,  to  gradually  reduce. 

To  thefe,  the  proper  Occupations  of  a DISPENSARY, 
was  annexed  (to  the  lingular  Honour  and  Advantage  of 
this  Age  and  Kingdom)  a Subject  highly  interefting  to 
, the  Community,  that  of  Suspended  Animation. 
The  Annals  of  the  ROYAL  HUMANE  SOCIETY, 
eftabliffied  in  London  for  the  laudable  Purpofe  of  explo- 
ring its  DoCtrines,  and  extending  its  Utility,  incontefti- 
bly  prove  that  the  Vital  Principle  might  remain  long 

after 

Horror  and  Solicitude)  it  forcibly  inculcates,  and  atnply  exemplifies,  tbe 
| Ovidian  Maxim  and  Mandate;  a well  adapted  Motto  to  this  important Subjeft, 
equally  applicable  to  the  Prevention  as  to  the  Cure  of  Dileale^ 

“ Priori pii.c  obfta  : fero  Medicina  parafur, 

Cum  Mala  per  longas  convaluere  moras.”

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after  each  pofitive  Aflurance  of  it  had  been  fomeTime 
apparently  extinguifhed.  The  practical  and  theoretic 
Sentiments  of  the  Benevolent  and  Ingenious  were  earned:-.  I 
ly  requeued,  and  the  Modes  of  Treatment,  heft  enabled 
to  reftore  the  interrupted  Functions,  univerfally  adopted. 

By  thefe  Means,  our  Hopes  and  Endeavours  may  be  ren- 
dered perfedly  fuccefsful.  Even  under  thofe  unfortu- 
nate Circumltances  where  Judgment  and  Affiduity  are 
exerted  with  fcarce  probable  Efficacy,  the  Opportunity 
of  employing  fuch  Means,  varioufly  aiverfified,  mud:  be- 
come a Source  of  highly  confolative  Reflections. 

It  may  here,  perhaps,  be  not  intruflvely  fuggefted,  that 
the  Meafures  recommended,  particularly  the  Fumigating 
Apparatus , have  been  equally  beneficial  in  many  truly 
alarming  AffeCtions  ^ efpecially  thofe  of  Apoplexy,  or 
wherever  Refpiration  and  Senlibility  were  manifeftly  fuf- 
pended  ; as  in  Cafes  of  apparent  fudden  Death,  from 
internal  and  inexplicable  Caufes.  They  might  alfo 
prove  ufef  ul  in  hernial  ObdruCtions,  and  States  of  other- 
wife  infuperable  Conflipation  of  Bowels  ; the  Vapour  of  I 
aromatic  Herbs,  as  deemed  more  purely  ftimulant,  being  \ 
always  fubflituted  for  that  of  Tobacco,  except  in  thofe 
latter  Difeafes  where  peculiar  and  powerful  Sedatives  and 
Relaxants  are  eligible. 


Having 
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Having  thus  briefly  difplayed  the  general  Views  and 
Events  of  this  Medical  and  Surgical  Eftablifhment, 
it  appears  folely  neceflary  to  intimate, 

That  thefe  charitable  Exertions,  which  fo  efpccially 
meliorate  the  Condition  of  the  Indigent,  exciting  their 
ample  Eflfulions  ot  refpedfful  Gratitude,  and  effedtually 
promote  the  Salubrity  of  this  Situation,  are  bell  qualified 
to  exalt  and  dignity  Humanity  : Whilft  they  induce 
the  moft  acceptable  F eelings  and  Reflections — will, 
when  this  checkered  Scene  has  accomplished  its  various 
beneficent  Revolutions,  certainly  fecure  an  Happinefs 
not  lefs  exquisite  in  Degree,  than  permajn en  r m 
Duration.

And  Perfons,  defirous  of  fettling  any  real  Eftate  or  Money  to 
belaid  out  thereon,  or  Money  in  the  Funds,  for  the  Benefit  of 
the  Charity,  are  requefted  to  obferve  that  it  cannot  be  done  by 
Will,  on  Account  of  the  A6t  of  Parliament  of  the  9th  Geo.  2. 
c.  36.  by  which  it  is  ena&ed  “ That  no  Lands,  or  Tenements, 
or  Money  to  be  laid  out  thereon,  fhall  be  given  for,  or  charged 
with, any  Charitable  Ufes  whatfoever,  unlefs  by  Deed  indented, 
executed  in  the  Prefence  of  Two  Witneffes  Twelve  Calendar 
Months  before  the  Death  of  the  Donor,  and  enrolled  in  the 
Court  of  Chancery  within  Six  Months  after  its  Execution,  (ex- 
cept Stocks  in  the  Public  Funds,  which  may  be  transferred  with- 
in Six  Months  previous  to  the  Donor’s  Death)  and  unlefs  luch 
Gift  be  made  to  take  Effe6t  immediately,  and  be  without  Power 
of  Revocation*  And  that  all  other  Gifts  fhall  be  void.
